20 NEW SECTION. Section 1. Definitions. As used in [sections 1 through 4611], unless the context
21 clearly indicates otherwise, the following definitions apply:
22 (1) "Authority only" means approval provided by the legislature to expend money that does not
23 require an appropriation, including grants, donations, auxiliary funds, proprietary funds, nonstate funds, and
24 university funds.
25 (2) "Capital development" means capital projects provided for in 17-7-201(2).
26 (3) "Capital project" means the planning, design, renovation, construction, alteration, replacement,
27  furnishing, repair, improvement, site, utility, or land acquisition project provided for in [sections4-through-10}

9 NEW SECTION. SECTION4. PROJECT PRIORITY. (1) THE DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION SHALL

20 (2) TO EXPEDITE CONSTRUCTION OF NEW LOW-SIDE HOUSING UNITS AT MONTANA STATE PRISON, THE

21 DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION, IN CONSULTATION WITH THE DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTIONS, IS AUTHORIZED TO

22 PURCHASE PLANS FOR PRISON HOUSING THAT WERE CONSTRUCTED IN ANOTHER STATE, PROVIDED THOSE PLANS CAN

23 BE MADE TO COMPLY WITH THE PROFESSIONAL SERVICES REQUIREMENTS OF TITLE 18, CHAPTER 2, AND TITLE 37,

24 CHAPTERS 65 AND 67.

26 NEW SECTION. Section 5. Capital improvements projects. (1) The following money is

27  appropriated to the department of fish, wildlife, and parks in the indicated amounts for the purpose of making
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1 capital improvements to statewide facilities. Funds not requiring legislative appropriation are included for the
2 purpose of authorization. The department of fish, wildlife, and parks is authorized to transfer the appropriations,
